of Atlanta, who themselves requested 
the 16 per cent cut in salaries, which 
was given them by the board of educa- 
tion. Before that was done, I had 
attended four night conferences of the 
economy bloc of the board in an ef- 
fort to live within the budget. Previ- 
ous to so doing, I had had personal 
talks with various principals, men 
and women, as to what had best be 
eut. Various ones agreed that consid- 
erable could be eliminated without in- 
jury to education. Thus armed, I at- 
tended these night conferences. Not 
one member of the board could find 
any way of restricting the cut in sal- 
aries to 10 per cent save by heavy cuts 
the.budget. We agreed to do this 
and presented it to the board. Mr. 
Sutton objected to this. With the re- 
sult that the teachers’ association, 
agreed to his proposition, that holding 
be cut out of the schools, though this 
necessitated a 16 per cent cut in teach- 
ers’ salaries. Representatives from the 
schools asked this of us. We were told 
that about 900 teachers in assembly 
agreed to this proposition. At the fol- 
lowing board meeting, Miss Allie Mann 
offered a resolution of the 16 per cent 
cut in salaries, adding that the 
teachers would ceaselessly urge coun- 
cil to give them the additional 6 per 
cent in cut. In emphatic terms I had 
previously stated at the board meet- 
ing that no more could be given them 
save by adding heavy burdens upon 
suffering taxpayers and that I should 
oppose that with all my might. But 
as about 900 pees gree and teachers 
had asked the 16 per cent cut, I voted 
for it. 

“This heavy cut was necessary for 
these reasons. Teachers receive full 
pay for 12 months’ salary on 9 
months of actual work.

The total cost of auto- 
matic increase and increments for 
teachers in 1932 was, I am told, $106,-

There is no question about the fraud 
and the crime.

“What I was trying to point out in 
this matter of prohibition was that 
the operation of the law at the pres- 
ent time was injuring society and im- 
peas government.

flects “Steady Improve- 
ment” in Shanghai Area

TOKYO, March 14.—(#)—Part of 
Japan's expeditionary force to China 
—numbering about 12,000 men—has 
been ordered to leave Shanghai for 
home “in view of the steady improve- 
ment in the situation,” the war office 
announced today. 

After obtaining the approval of Em- 
peror Hirohito, it was decided to with- 
draw the Eleventh division of Lieuten- 
ant General Kenkichi Uyeda's forces, 
one brigade of the Twelfth division 
and some auxiliary units. Contrary to 
previous reports, the Ninth and the 
Fourteenth divisions will remain in 
China. 

The war office said rumors’ that 
troops would be sent to Formosa to 
handle domestic difficulties were with- 
out foundation, and that the units to 
be evacuated from Shanghai would re- 
turn to their regular stations. 


SHANGHAI, March 14.—(4)—The 
League of Nations commission of in- 
quiry, led by the Earl of Lytton, ar- 
rived in Shanghai today to seek out 
the reasons why Japan and China 
. have been at each other's throats for 
the past six months. 

Coming up the Whangpoo river on 
the liner President Adams from Japan, 
the five members caught a first-hand 
view of the destruction wrought at 
W oosung. 

On disembarking, Lord Lytton said 
the commission's plan of investigation 
had not been fully mapped out, but 
that it would willingly arrange a truce 
in the present warfare and a subse- 
quent round-table conference if both 
sides solicited its assistance.

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Famous Scientist Offers Evidence 
That the World Will Never End 
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NEW YORK, Mareh 14.—(/)— 
Further mathematical evidence that 


there may never be an end of the 
world, and that the “forever and for- 
ever” of fundamentalists is borne out 
by scientific facts is announced to- 
night in the Physical Review. 

The facts—minus any religious 
comment—are reported by Dr. Rich- 
ard Chaee Tolman and Morgan Ward, 
of California Institute of Technology, 
where Einstein has just completed a 
study of the “‘red shift,” one of the 
bits of evidence bearing directly upon 
a possible end of the world. 

Dr. Tolman states that he has con- 
structed a “wide elass of non-static 
models of the universe.” These upset 
previously generally accepted calcula- 
tions that the bulk of the known phys- 


of everything in the “heat death,” the 
time when there will be no more radia- 
tion of heat, and in consequence ev- 
erything will be frozen and lifeless. 

Last fall Dr. Tolman made a sim- 
ilar report to the National Academy 
of Sciences at New Haven. Now he 
appears to carry further his investiga- 
tions of “models”: and to reach more 
definite conclusions. 


| These models are only partial. But 


ical facts point to a definite ending. 


Dr. Tolman states that they contain 
some of the conditions which scientists 
call “irreversible.” These irreversibles 
are the main reasons for expecting an 
ultimate end of the world. Neverthe- 
le~ Dr. Tolman’s creations, despite 
the “irreversibles,” stop their progress 
toward destruction and “reverse,” that 
is begin the life cycle all over.again, 

An example of an “irreversible” is 
the outflow of radiation of light and 
heat from a cooling star. Science has 
not discovered any source of star fuel 
yet to show that sun and stars will 
not one day become cold and lifeless. 
The “red shift” is another at pres- 
ent seeming irreversible. It is the 
apparent explosive expansion of the 
universe in all directions, as seen in 
the world’s largest telescope on Mt. 
Wilson at Pasadena. 

After emphasizing that his “cos- 
mological models” are simplified, Dr.

PROHIBITION REPORT 
SHOWS MORE ARRESTS 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—(P)— , 
The monthly report of the prohibition | 
bureau today showed increased liquor- | 
auto seizures, increased capture of. 
stills and fewer pending cases—com- | 
‘paring February of this year and of 
last—and smaller totals of confiscated | 
spirits and beer. er 

The bureau announced arrests in 
‘February, 1932, totaled 6,662, n in-| 
‘erease of 29 per cent; automobiles 
seized, 971, a gain of 77 per cent, and 
stills taken, 2,171, an advance of 8 
‘per cent. Comparison of the same. 
periods, however, showed a decrease of | 
28,013 gallons in spirits seized and of | 
'132,122 for beer. Wine seizures to-| 
taled an increase of 12,312 gallons. | 

Five hundred new federal agents | 
went to work last July. The bureau's; 
announcement today said the increases | 
“are reasonably consistent with the, 
increase in the force.” 

Prohibition Director Woodcock con- | 
tinues to emphasize a policy of aiming | 
at big offenses, particularly manufac- 
‘turing and transportation. He is keep- | 
ing tab on the application of this pol-| 
icy through an expanded statistics-tak- | 
ing system. The bureau here now fre- | 
ceives full data regarding individual 
cases, as well as totals showing the 
trend of enforcement activity. 

Cases ended in federal courts dur- | 
ing February, 1952, exceeded new cases | 
placed on the dockets by 197.

Cases ended by acquittal, | 
nolle prossing or quashing were 242.

TO CANNON LIBEL SUIT 


=— 


Newspaper Denies Bishop’s 
Charges, Offers Demurrer, 
Asking Dismissal. 


Denying libel in either fact or law, 
and asserting that Bishop James Can- 
non Jr., of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, ‘holds such a position respect- 
ing the publie that his conduct is sub- 
ject to comment and criticism in the 
press, The Constitution Monday filed 
an answer in federal district court to 
his libel suit for $300,000 and offered 
a demurrer on the same grounds, ask- 
ing that the suit be dismissed. 

Th answer was filed by the law 


firm of Howell, Heyman and Bolding, 
and is signed by Mark Bolding, Albert 
Howell and Hugh Howell. It sets out 
that the suit filed by Cannon for al- 
leged libel in an editorial printed by 
The Constitution, does not quote all of 
the article which is named as the al- 
leged libelious editorial. The answer 
asserts that the entire publication was 


not set down in the Cannog suit, leav- 
ing out the fact that it was reprodue- 
ed from the Macon Telegraph under 
the menting: “Telegra a Comments on 
Cannon’s Charge of ‘Persecution.’ ” 
The answer then continues by as- 
gr rag the plaintiff occupies such 
a in life in respect to the 
pyblic as to subject his conduct to 
comment and criticism, and that what- 
ever was published in The Constitu- 
tion or circulated by the defendant 
was “a fair, honest, reasonable and 
bona fide comment and criticism of 
the plainti™s conduct and matters of 
public concern, an@ without malice ei- 
ther in fact or law.” 
The attorneys set out further that

“It strikes me as practical, horse- 
sense proposition that the first prop- 
osition which presents itself is, con- 
sidering the circumstances of the 
country, should this issue now be 
brought to the floor of the house for 
consideration?

STOCKHOLM UNDISTURBED 
BY KREUGER'’S SUICIDE 


STOCKHOLM, March 14.—(/)— 
The suicide of Ivar Kreuger, Swedish 
“match king,” éaused national grief 


in Sweden today, but business inter- 
ests reacted calmly in view of the gov- 
ernment’s moratorium legislation. 


Nothing even approaching a run oc- 
curred at banks connected with the 
Kreuger concerns and only a two- 
week moratorium on their obligations 
was asked by the Kreuger & Toll 
Company, Neither the Swedish Match 
Company nor the L. M. Ericsson Tele- 
phone Company asked for a respite 
and the managing director of the lat- 
ter firm said it would be very little 
influenced by Kreuger’s death. 

The stock exchange, hurriedly closed 
for fear of repercussions, was expect- 
ed to open again at the end of the 
week. It was learned that Kreuger’s 
life was highly insured at an amount 
believed to be between 5,000,000 and 
10,000,000 krone (between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000).

WASHINGTON, March 14.—~ 
The interstate commerce commission 
today denied the petition of the Mis- 
souri Pacific -and 
railroads for reconsideration of the 


commission’s order allowing the South- |. 


ern Pacific’ Cémpany to acquire con- 
trol of the Cotton Belt railroad. 

The commission on January 12 au- 
thorized the Southern Pacific to ac- 
quire control of the St. Louis South- 
western railway, also known as the 
_ Cotton Belt, and incorporate it in its 
system. 

The Missouri Pacific, which runs 
from St. Louis to Texarkana, Texas, 
and other points in the southwest, and 
the Texas & Pacific, a subsidiary 
which competes directly in Texas with 
the Southern Pacific, fought the ap- 
plication of the Southern Pacific. 

After the commission, in an effort 
to prevent the Cotton Belt from hav- 
ing to default on a bond issue due 
June 1, authorized the acquisition, the 
Missouri Pacific and the Texas 
Pacific sought to have the case reopen- 
ed on the ground that the commission 
had not taken into consideration the 
possibility of the Cotton Belt obtain- 
ing funds from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and other sources.
